The South Bend Railway Case 


; 
More than ordinary interest attaches to a case on 


hearing before three federal judges in the United States 
court at Indianapolis this week. It is the appeal of the 
Grand Trunk railway against a ruling of the Indiana rail- 
way commission, which recently ordered reciprocal inter- 
change of cars and the placing of them on "team tracks" 
at South Bend, in order to facilitate loading or unloading 
by consignor or consignee. The importance of the case 
lies in the precedent it is likely to establish with refer- 
ence to other Indiana cities, Fort Wayne notably among 
them. 


Shippers have made the contention that the railroads 


as common carriers, should be required to furnish every 
reasonable facility to the public, and to this end are seek- 
ing to compel the roads to interchange cars in the South 
Bend yards. 
Resisting 
an 
order 
to 
this 
effect 


by the Indiana railroad commission, the railroads declare 
that it is an effort to compel the railroads to do a "petty 
steam drayage business in South Bend," and that it is un- 
constitutional in that it takes the roads' property with- 
out due process of law and without compensation. 
The 


Grand Truck is seeking a temporary injunction, and if 
it be granted will later ask to have the order made per- 
manent. For the shippers, the South Bend Chamber of 
Commerce is conducting the fight against the railroads, 
and the importance of the issue will be readily recognized 
by all who give a moment of thought to the labor and ex- 
pense of loading involved as between cars placed at a 
warehouse door or so located that drayage across the city 
may be necessary in loading or unloading. 
Upon the 


decision of the courts in this case will hinge the question 
of a very large item of expense to shippers, not only in 
South Bend but in every other Indiana city of any con- 
siderable siae. 


The offer of George E. Kessler, the noted landscape 


architect, to the Fort Wayne park board, is a particu- 
larly gracious one. When informed that the board would 
not renew its contract with Mr. Kessler for another 
year because all available funds would be needed 
in repairing flood damage and developing parks already 
in existence, Mr. Kessler very promptly volunteers to 
continue his sendees to the city without financial com- 
pensation under the circumstances. The gifted landscape 
wizard is demonstrating that he is infinitely more inter- 
ested in seeing Fort Wayne made a beautiful city than 
in the money he is going to get out 'of advising us bow it 
ought to be done. 


The admission of a young man under arrest that he 


lost stolen money in playing pool in one of the city "bil- 
liard parlors" would seem to offer a splendid opportunity 
for digging down into the situation and ascertaining how 
"extensively other boys and men in Fort Wayne are losing 
money in the same fashion. It is clearly somebody's turn 
to "shoot." 


Fort Wayne is promised a vastly improved system of 


garbage collection during the summer months this year, 
now that the city has taken over the job instead of award- 
ing the work to private contractors. And here is one in- 
stance in which a vote on the question of the existence of 
room for improvement will carry unanimously.

city |GOO. The governor is said to have tried 


schools for eleven years and later was 
superintendent of tin- Kdinburg schools. 
H also has been an instructor iu Wa- 
bash grade schools and the South Hend 
high school. 
While he, has been better 


known as a scool man, he also has been 
active in democratic politics, nnd dur- 
ing the recent legislative session he in- 
creased his acquaintance with the poli- 
ticians of the state while serving as a 
clerk.

Dissatisfaction over the principal plan 


for the solution of the. alien Innd prob 
lem put forward by Secretary Bryan 
was expressed both by republicans ;mn 
democrats. 
Secretary Bryan suggested 


that the s.tati! permit the matter to b« 
taken up by the diplomatic corps and 
settled possibly by means of ;i new 
treaty. 


During the argument Assemblyman 


Sutherland asked: 


"\Vhat assurance can the fcder;i! gov- 


ernment give us, Mr. Bryan. th;iL if ac- 
tion bv the legislature is delayed, the 
sam end can be reached through diplo- 
matic effort?"
